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The public are entitled to a free passage along the highway.' The existence of a public highway creates a public easement of 
travel, which permits the general traveling public to use the highway at will.’ All persons have an equal right to use highways 
for purposes of travel by proper means, and with due regard for the corresponding rights of others.’ The right to use them is 
not restricted to the citizens of the municipality‘ or state.° 
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The right to use of the highways rests with the whole people of the state. Augusta v. Kwortnik, 161 A.D.3d 1401, 78 
N.Y.S.3d 726 (3d Dep’t 2018).
